However,
a report must be made in case of
a personal injury, no matter how
slight the extent of the Injury,
In collisions between two or
more—motor—vehlgles, the driver,
or If the driver is unable, a pas-
senger In each of the several cars
must make a report. It is not ‘suf-
ficlent for the occupants In merely
one of the cars to report for all
vehieles involved.
